FFENSE BALKS 
PROSECUTOR IN 
DAURHERTY TRIAL 


Keeps Out Evidence Meant 
to Show J. T. King De- 
stroyed Records in $7,- 
000,000 Deal.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.— The 
Gevernment met with failure 
today in the Daugherty-Miller 
trial when it tried to introduce evi- 
dence to show that John T. King, 
late Republican National Commit- 
teeman from Connecticut, de- 
stroved records that might have 
linked him with the conspiracy al- 
leged in the transfer of $7,000,000, 
the assets of the American Metals 
Co. to Richard Merton’s German 
house. 

United States Attorney Buckner 
called John Durkin, King’s private 
secretary for six years, and sought 
to bring out through him testimony 
adduced at the first trial which 
showed that a book containing pa- 
pers relating to the transfer dis- 
appeared from King’s home in 
Bridgeport after a congressional in- 
vestigation of the transfer had been 
started. 

Repeated objections by defense 
counsel halted this testimony when 
they were sustained by Judge 
Knox. 

Harry M. Daugherty, former At- 
torney-General, and Thomas W. 
Miller, former Alien Property Cus- 
todian, are charged with conspir- 
acy to defraud the Government of 
their best services in connection 
with the transfer of the metals as- 
sets. 

King’s Check for $25,000. 

Through Durkin the Government, 
however, got into the record ex- 
hibits to which defense offered 
vigorous objections.
